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HERE  COME  THE  JUDGES!

Judges  play  important  roles  in  some  of  today’s 
most  popular  television  shows  - “American  Idol”  and 
“Dancing  With  the  Stars,”  to  name  just  two.  They’re 
also  key  players  in  the  annual  NLG  Writers’  Com- 
petition, and  right  now  they’re  ready  to  review  the 
entries  in  this  year’s  Run  for  the  Prose. 

You’ve  got  to  be  in  it  to  win  it,  of  course  - 
so  don’t  delay  in  sending  us  any  entries  you  might 
have.  Now’s  the  time  to  gather  the  books,  articles, 
newsletters  and  other  literary  works  you’ve  created 
in  the  last  1 2 months  and  put  them  in  position  to  win 
recognition  from  the  judges. 

The  contest  rules,  which  you’ll  find  in  this 
edition  of  the  NLG  Newsletter,  tell  you  exactly  how 
to  prepare  your  submissions  and  where  to  send  them. 
June  25  is  the  deadline  for  receipt  of  all  entries,  so 
time  is  of  the  essence. 

This  year’s  rules  are  virtually  the  same  as  last 
year’s,  with  just  one  modest  addition:  In  response  to 
requests  from  a number  of  members,  we’ve  added 
a new  award  - listed  in  Category  3 6- A - to  honor 
the  Best  Trade  Press  and  Editorial  Blog.  Refer  to  the 
rules  for  details. 

If  you  misplace  this  Newsletter, 
you  also  can  find  the  rules  on  our  Web  site, 
www.numismaticliteraryguild.org.  Keep  in  mind  that 
the  online  version  does  not  list  Category  3 6- A,  the 
new  category  for  blogs,  because  it  was  a late  addition. 

Even  though  the  rules  are  pretty  much  the 


same  as  in  the  past,  1 urge  you  to  read  them  carefully 
- for  despite  reminders  such  as  this,  all  too  many  en- 
tries fail  to  conform  to  the  rules  each  year.  This  year, 
for  example,  three  copies  of  a book  intended  for  entry 
were  sent  weeks  early  to  Scott  Travers,  our  contest 
coordinator,  at  my  home  address  in  Pennsylvania. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  entries  are  not  sup- 
posed to  be  sent  until  the  announced  start  of  the  com- 
petition, the  rules  specifically  state  that  they  must  be 
sent  to  Scott  in  care  of  Sal  Germano,  a New  Jersey 
coin  dealer  who  generously  permits  us  to  clog  his 
storeroom  with  boxes  of  entries  each  year.  Since  my 
home  is  130  miles  from  Sal’s  office  and  I no  longer 
take  part  in  the  processing  and  distribution  of  entries, 
there’s  no  way  I can  get  the  books  to  the  proper  des- 
tination without  added  expense  and  inconvenience. 
The  upshot  is,  the  entry  could  be  disqualified  because 
it  wasn’t  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  rules. 

To  be  eligible  for  consideration  in  any  of  this 
year’s  categories,  entries  must  have  been  published 
(or  posted  on  the  Internet)  between  May  1,2010  and 
April  30,  2011.  Three  copies  of  each  entry  must  be 
submitted,  and  each  copy  must  be  accompanied 
by  a cover  sheet  listing  the  category  and  other  in- 
formation spelled  out  in  the  rules. 

As  noted  previously,  all  entries  must  be  re- 
ceived no  later  than  June  25,  2011.  They  should  be 
sent  to  the  contest  coordinator  at  the  following  ad- 
dress: Scott  A.  Travers,  do  Sal  Germano,  SGRC 
Inc.,  625  Lafayette  Ave.,  Hawthorne,  NJ  07506. 
The  address  has  been  the  same  for  many  years. 

Few  members  have  any  idea  of  the  time  and 


etTort  Scott  has  devoted  through  the  years  to  the  NLG 
Writers'  Competition.  He  is  a true  problem  solver  and 
has  cut  through  miles  of  red  tape  to  make  the  program 
the  great  success  it  is  today.  As  I have  observed  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  the  NLG  awards  have  become 
the  numismatic  equivalent  of  the  prestigious  Pulitzer 
Prizes  for  general-interest  books  and  periodicals. 

Scott  has  worked  tirelessly  for  the  last  two  de- 
cades to  improve  every  aspect  of  the  competition,  from 
fine-tuning  the  categories  (as  in  the  case  of  this  year’s 
new  award  for  blogs)  to  choosing  first-rate  judges  to 
ensuring  that  the  handsome  award  plaques  are  ready 
for  presentation  at  our  Bash. 

Maurice  Rosen  has  been  an  invaluable  aid  to 
Scott  for  many  years  in  sorting  through  the  huge  piles 
of  entries  a few  days  after  the  entry  deadline,  organiz- 
ing them  by  categories,  then  boxing  them  for  FEDEX 
shipment  to  the  judges.  He  also  has  provided  much 
appreciated  assistance  to  me  personally  in  the  prepa- 
ration and  organization  of  award  plaques. 

This  year  again,  judges  in  some  categories  will 
include  editors  and  other  well-qualified  individuals 
from  outside  the  numismatic  field.  This  will  not  af- 
fect the  manner  in  which  entries  are  submitted,  but 
it’s  one  more  reason  to  take  special  care  in  preparing 
a complete  cover  sheet  to  accompany  each  copy  of 
each  entry.  This  will  make  the  judges’ job  much  easier 
and  ensure  that  each  entry  is  considered  in  the  proper 
category.  And  it  might  the  difference  between  taking 
home  a plaque  and  leaving  the  Bash  empty-handed. 

I’m  looking  forward  to  seeing  many  of  you 
at  the  Bash  and  the  NLG  Symposium,  both  of  which 
are  scheduled  on  Thursday,  Aug.  18,  at  the  ANA  con- 
vention (all  right,  if  you  insist,  the  “World’s  Fair  of 
Money”)  in  Rosemont,  111.,  outside  Chicago.  The  sym- 
posium will  take  place  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Donald  E.  Ste- 
phens Convention  Center,  and  the  Bash  will  begin  that 
evening  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  O’Hare.  The  program 
will  open  at  8 p.m.  with  a reception  at  which  there  will 
be  a lavish  hot  buffet.  The  entertainment  portion  of  the 
evening  will  start  at  8:30,  followed  by  the  announce- 
ment of  winners  in  the  Writers’  Competition  and  pre- 
sentation of  awards. 


The  final  award  - and  highlight  - of  the  night 
will  be  the  presentation  of  the  Clemy,  the  Guild’s 
highest  honor,  which  recognizes  individuals  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  by  their  literary  accomplish- 
ments, dedication  to  the  hobby,  service  to  the  Guild 
and  - not  just  incidentally  - their  sense  of  humor.  Last 
year’s  recipient,  Paul  Whitnah,  will  present  the  2011 
award  to  someone  he  selects  from  a list  of  nominees 
submitted  to  him  by  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors. 

Sound  like  fun?  It  has  been  for  more  than  four 
decades  - and  this  year,  I am  confident,  won’t  be  any 
exception. 

But  before  you  buy  your  ticket  to  the  Bash,  get 
those  entries  in  the  mail.  The  judges  are  waiting!

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THE  ARTISTIC  CONFUSION  PROGRAM

WENDELL:  1 see  what  you  mean.  That  double-denomina- 
tion coin  also  got  lots  of  coverage  in  the  media. 

JAY:  It  sure  did.  It  generated  enormous  publicity  for  the  Sa- 
cagawea  dollar  - and  also  helped  promote  the  state  quarters. 
You  might  say  we  got  a double  bang  for  our  buck  on  that 
one. 


Your  NLG  Bash  planners  always  try  to  be  topical  in 
preparing  material  for  the  various  skits,  songs  and  other  hu- 
morless - I mean  humorous  - bits  of  busines  that  pass  for 
entertainment  at  our  annual  get-togethers. 

Sometimes  we  hit  the  mark;  sometimes  we  miss  the 
target  - so  all  in  all,  our  success  rate  through  the  years  has 
been  hit  and  miss. 

I like  to  think  we  got  thumbs-up  from  the  audience, 
rather  than  an  upraised  middle  finger,  at  the  2004  Bash  in 
Pittsburgh  when  we  reunited  former  Mint  Director  Jay  John- 
son and  future  ANA  Governor  Wendell  Wolka  in  a rib-tick- 
ling routine  roasting  the  “Artistic  Infusion  Program”  foisted 
upon  us  shortly  before  that  by  Johnson’s  successor,  Henrietta 
Holsman  Fore.  (I’m  not  certain  whether  that  was  ’fore  or  af- 
ter she  altered  her  name  at  the  altar.) 

The  point  of  the  AIP  was  to  involve  fresh  blood  in  the 
process  of  designing  new  U.S.  coins.  Sadly,  it  appears  that 
the  Mint  tapped  into  weak  veins,  for  the  “artwork”  produced 
by  the  program  in  the  intervening  years  has  been  noticeably 
anemic. 

That  couldn’t  have  been  foreseen  at  the  Pittsburgh 
Bash  (though  some  of  us,  being  perpetual  pessimists,  chose 
to  foresee  it  anyway).  But  it  does  underscore  how  success- 
fully the  skit  hit  the  mark,  for  much  of  it  remains  disturbingly 
pertinent  today,  seven  years  later. 

Join  me  now  in  my  dime  machine  ...  I mean  time 
machine  . . . and  let’s  travel  back  to  that  gala  Thursday  eve- 
ning in  the  city  of  Pirates,  Stealers  and  buck-aneers  (aka  coin 
dealers).  I only  regret  that  Jay  Johnson  isn’t  here  to  climb 
aboard  - but  knowing  him,  he’s  smiling  down  from  his  desk 
in  the  hereafter  and  ready  to  laugh  at  himself  and  the  Mint  all 
over  again. 

WENDELL:  I’  m here  tonight  with  Jay  Johnson,  former  di- 
rector of  the  United  States  Mint,  to  discuss  the  new  Artistic 
Confusion  Program  recently  launched  at  the  Mint  in  an  ef- 
fort to  improve  the  appearance  of  our  nation’s  coins.  Jay,  is  it 
true  that  you  were  considering  a similar  program  during  your 
time  at  the  Mint? 

JAY:  That’s  true,  Wendell.  We  didn’t  pursue  the  idea  at  the 
time  because  we  found  an  easier  way  to  make  our  coins  ap- 
pealing to  collectors  - by  combining  two  different  denomina- 
tions in  a single  coin.  That  was  really  confusing  artistically. 


WENDELL:  The  Sacagawea  dollar  hasn’t  been  heard  from 
since.  Maybe  the  Mint  should  consider  putting  out  mules 
again,  instead  of  dogs.  Speaking  of  state  quarters.  Jay,  how 
do  you  feel  about  the  designs  of  those  that  have  come  out 
since  you  left  office? 

JAY:  I think  they’ve  been  very  appropriate.  The  Florida  coin 
looks  like  all  the  elements  were  scattered  by  a hurricane  . . . 
the  Maine  coin  has  a typical  Maine  lighthouse  high  atop  a 
cliff  . . . and  everyone  knows  Wisconsin  is  the  nation’s  com 
capital.  In  fact,  it’s  also  the  com  collectors’  capital. 

WENDELL:  I hadn’t  thought  of  that.  Come  to  think  of  it, 
those  little  icons  on  the  Florida  coin  kind  of  resemble  hang- 
ing chads  - so  that  design  works  on  several  different  levels. 
But  tell  me.  Jay,  if  you’re  happy  with  the  designs  the  way 
they  are,  do  you  think  we  really  need  this  Artistic  Confusion 
Program? 

JAY:  Well,  it  certainly  can’t  hurt.  Think  of  all  the  talented 
artists  in  this  country  now  drawing  comic  books  and  greeting 
cards  and  advertising  billboards.  They  could  be  producing 
exciting  new  coin  designs. 

WENDELL:  That  does  sound  exciting!  New  coinage  art 
even  your  6-year-old  child  can  appreciate. 

JAY:  Some  that  your  6-year-old  child  could  even  draw!  And 
Wendell,  I’ve  been  told  the  Artistic  Confusion  Program  has 
just  produced  its  first  major  dividend.  The  Colorado  coin  will 
carry  a design  that  perfectly  reflects  the  two-dimensional  na- 
ture of  the  program:  the  ANA’s  official  new  logo.

3 NLG  DIRECTORS  SEEK  RE-ELECTION 


Nominations  are  now  being  accepted  for  three 
seats  on  the  NLG  Board  of  Directors. 

Three  current  members  are  completing  two-year 
terms  on  the  Board  and  seeking  re-election.  The  three,  all 
\\  ell-known  figures  on  the  national  numismatic  scene,  are 
David  T.  Alexander,  Donn  Pearlman  and  Will  Rossman. 

Under  the  Guild’s  bylaws,  members  of  the  Board 
can  serve  two  consecutive  terms  - a total  of  four  years 
- but  then  must  step  down  for  at  least  one  election  cycle 
before  running  again. 

Alexander  and  Pearlman  both  had  served  on  the 
Board  previously  before  winning  their  current  seats  in 
2009,  but  Rossman  is  serving  his  first-ever  term.  All  are 
eligible  for  election  to  the  Board  for  two  more  years  at 
this  time. 

Their  names  will  appear  on  the  ballot,  along  with 
those  of  any  other  candidates  who  submit  nominating 
statements  from  three  Guild  members  in  good  standing. 
These  should  be  sent  to  Ed  Reiter,  Executive  Director, 
1517  Stewart  Drive,  Nanticoke,  PA  18634  and  must  be 
received  no  later  than  June  25,  2011. 

If  there  is  a contest,  a ballot  will  be  sent  to  all 
Guild  members  listing  the  names  of  the  candidates.  If 
there  is  no  contest,  a single  ballot  will  be  cast  for  the 
incumbents. 

David  Alexander  is  a well-known  cataloger,  cur- 
rently employed  by  Stack’s,  a prolific  writer  and  a high- 
ly respected  scholar  who  served  the  NLG  as  executive 
director  through  most  of  the  1980s.  He  also  has  been 
editor  of  the  NLG  Newsletter  and  a frequent  participant 
in  the  Guild’s  annual  Symposium  and  Bash,  and  wrote 
the  comprehensive  25-Year  History  issued  at  the  time  of 
our  silver  anniversary  in  1993.  He  received  the  Clemy 
Award,  the  Guild’s  highest  honor,  in  1987. 

Donn  Pearlman  is  the  hobby’s  leading  publicist  as 
president  of  his  own  Las  Vegas  public  relations  firm.  He 
launched  this  business  following  a distinguished  career 
as  a broadcast  journalist  in  Chicago.  He  also  has  written 
hundreds  of  articles,  including  “Pearlman’s  People,”  a 
popular  monthly  column  that  appeared  for  years  in  The 
Numismatist,  official  monthly  journal  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association.  He  served  as  master  of  cere- 
monies for  the  NLG  Bash  for  many  years  and  received 
the  Clemy  in  1984.  He  is  a former  member  of  the  ANA 


Board  of  Governors. 

Will  Rossman  has  been  involved  with  rare 
coins  for  nearly  half  a century  and  has  held  key  posi- 
tions with  a number  of  leading  dealerships  and  hobby 
organizations.  As  senior  numismatist  at  Heritage  Rare 
Coin  Galleries,  he  helped  create  much  of  the  company’s 
promotional  literature  and  edited  the  award-winning  Rare 
Coin  Estate  Handbook.  He,  too,  is  a former  member  of 
the  ANA  Board  of  Governors  and  has  entertained  Bash- 
goers  several  times  with  guitar  and  vocal  presentations. 

Members  of  the  Board  oversee  NLG  policy, 
review  membership  applications  and  submit  nomina- 
tions for  the  annual  Clemy  Award. 

There  are  five  members  on  the  NLG  Board.  In  ad- 
dition to  Alexander,  Pearlman  and  Rossman,  the  current 
Board  also  includes  John  Albanese,  who  co-founded  the 
Professional  Coin  Grading  Service  (PCGS)  and  found- 
ed the  Numismatic  Guaranty  Corporation  of  America 
(NGC),  and  R.W.  “Bob”  Julian,  one  of  the  hobby’s  most 
renowned  scholars,  researchers  and  writers. 

Albanese  and  Julian  will  complete  their  second 
terms  next  year,  and  both  must  step  down  at  that  time.

To  be  eligible  for  consideration  in  any  of  this  year’s 
categories,  entries  must  have  been  published  (or  posted 
on  the  Internet)  between  May  1,  2010  and  April  30, 
2011.  Except  where  noted,  three  (3)  copies  of  each 
entry  must  be  submitted,  and  each  copy  must  be 
accompanied  by  a cover  sheet  listing  the  category 
and  other  information  spelled  out  in  the  rules. 

No  entrant  may  submit  more  than  one  (1)  entry  in  any 
single  category.  (The  same  entry  may  also  be  included 
in  the  portfolio  competition,  however.) 

In  categories  with  only  one  entry,  judges  may  decide 
that  no  award  will  be  given,  or  may  substitute  Special 
NLG  Recognition  for  the  regular  NLG  Award. 

The  judges  reserve  the  right  to  change  the  category 
in  which  an  entry  may  compete,  if  they  believe  such 
change  is  necessary  to  assure  equity  of  all  participants. 

No  entries  will  be  returned  under  any  circumstance. 

All  judges’  decisions  are  binding  and  final; 
confidentiality  of  all  judging  is  absolute. 

All  entries  must  be  received  no  later  than  June 

25.  2011.  Entries  should  be  sent  to  the  contest 
coordinator  at  the  following  address:  Scott  A.

Eligible  are  new 
books  or  those  accepted  by  the  judges  at  their  sole 
discretion  as  substantially  revised  versions  of  earlier 
works.

The  work  having  the  greatest  potential  impact  on 
numismatics:  Criteria  include  overall  reader  appeal, 
research  quality,  photographic,  printing  and  graphic 
excellence,  cover  and  typography  where  applicable.
